b. Small packaging techniques and long life 
power supply experience may also be useful in the 
development of electronic equipment for clandestine 
applications. 


c. We have had a long experience of unprofitable 
recorder development. Generally, the problems are 
mechanical in nature. Here again, the AEC Livermore 
Laboratories may be able to contribute based on their 
experience in precision machine techniques, as well 
as electronic packaging.
